1 . MISSION IS IN POSSESSION OF A DOCUMENT ENTITLED "CHILE: 

AN ANALYSIS OF HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS AND US SECURITY 
ASSISTANCE AND ECONOMIC AID PROGRAMS", WHICH WAS PREPARED 
BY THE CENTER FOR INTERNATIONAL POLICY LOCATED IN WASHINGTON, 

D.C. AMONG OTHER THINGS.THIS DOCUMENT ALLEGES US INVOLVE- 
MENT IN OVERTHROW OF ALLENDE GOVERNMENT. 

2. THE STAFF MEMBER OF THE HUMAN RIGHTS SECRETARIAT WHO 
GAVE DOCUMENT TO MISSOFF SAID THERE IS THE POSSIBILITY 
THAT THE PAPER WILL BE SUBMITTED UNDER THE CHILE ITEM AT 
THE 30TH SESSION OF THE SUB-COMMISSION ON PREVENTION OF 
DISCRIMINATION AND PROTECTION OF MINORITIES. 

3. IF DOCUMENT WERE TO BE HANDED OUT DURING THE SESSION, 

US COULD PROTEST THAT IT IS AN UNOFFICIAL DOCUMENT 
DISTRIBUTED BY AN UNOFFICIAL SOURCE AND THEREFORE CANNOT 
BE USED BY THE SUB-COMMISSION. HOWEVER, THERE IS ALSO 

THE POSSIBILITY THAT ONE OF THE NGO'S, ACTING AS A FRONT 
FOR THE CIP, MIGHT HAVE THE PAPER PRINTED ANDDISTRIBUTED 
THROUGH OFFICIAL CHANNELS. IN SUCH AN EVENT THE US 
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OBSERVER COULD MAKE A STATEMENT CLARIFYING US POLICY 
REGARDING CHILE AND ALSO NOTE THAT, AS CONCERNS ECONOMIC 
AID, WITHIN INTERNATIONA FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS THE US 
VOTE IS NOT THE DETERMINING FACTOR IN THE GRANTING OR 
WITHHOLDING OF LOANS. 

4. MISSION WOULD APPRECIATE THE DEPARTMENT'S GUIDANCE 
ON THIS MATTER IN CASE THE SITUATION DOES OCCUR. WE 
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WILL ALERT AMBASSADOR CARTER ABOUT THE SITUATION UPON HIS 
ARRIVAL IN GENEVA AND SOLICIT HIS VIEWS ON HANDLING THE 
ISSUE.
